It asks the Secretary 
General to undertake discus- 
sions with representatives of 
Syria and Turkey and to pro- 
ceed, “if necessary, to the 
countries concerned.” The pur- 
pose would be to “bring about 


an easing of tension in the 
area.” 
This resolution was _  in- 


troduced while Emile Saint Lot 
of Haiti was speaking in favor 
of a Hammarskjold mission as 
preferable to a commission as 
asked by Syria. 
Explains Syria's “Policy.” 
In the course of offering his 
resolution, Zeineddine declared 
that “Syria’s definite policy is 
that of non-alignment.” Syria, 
United States officials believe, 
is. deeply influenced by the 
Soviet Union.

Mr. Etsenhower predicated 
his acceptance of the NATO 
invitation on the assumption 
that the majority of the heads 
of government of the other 14- 
member nations would be pres- 
ent. In Paris this morning 
NATO announced government 
chiefs of the 15 countries 
would attend. 

Remarks on London Visit. 


Mr. Eisenhower said . he 
would like to stop in London 
on the trip but did not know 
whether that could be ar- 
ranged. He said it was diffi- 
cult for him to remain out of 
the United States for an ex- 
tended period. 

The meeting with Senate 
and House leaders, Mr. Eisen- 
hower said, will be held early 
in December. It will inelude 
thorough discussions, in the bi- 
partisan tradition, designed to 
keep this country on a single 


'track in foreign relations, the 


President said. 

Replying to a question, he 
said there had been no discus- 
sion of the possibility of a con- 
gressional delegation accom- 
panying him to Paris. He said 
the other countries would not 
have comparable delegations 
and he doubted whether the 
United States would want to.

Now, however, 
many of these secrets are 
known to the enemy but can- 
not legally be turned over to 
our friends, the President said. 


Recalls Panama Meeting. 


Mr. Eisenhower told report- 
ers, in relation to the NATO 
meeting, that he had learned 
at Panama last year how much 
could be accomplished by a 
meeting of heads of govern- 
ment. He apparently referred 
to the session of presidents of 
19 Western Hemisphere repub- 
lies at Panama City in July 
1956. 

Although a so-called Panama 
declaration was signed, the 
three-day meeting was almost 
exclusively a social affair. The 
forthcoming NATO meeting 
presumably is designed to 
achieve some positive accom- 
plishments in addition to gen- 
erating a feeling of good will, 
as at Panama. 

Asked whether he felt Unit- 
ed States intelligence had been 
adequate on the Kremlin an- 
nouncement that Marshal 
Georgi Zhukov had been re- 
lieved of his duties as Soviet 
defense minister, the President 
said that any effort to pene- 
trate the minds of the Soviet 
leaders must consist largely of 
speculation.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 30) 
—Pinball machines equipped | 
with special game-recording | 
devices have disappeared from | 
many downstate Illinois taverns | 
as a result of a Government | 
drive to make them subject to | 
the $250 federal gambling tax, | 
United States Attorney John 
B. Stoddart Jr. reported to- 
day. 

“The Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice in the Southern District of 
Illinois will continue to seize 
machines on which the gam- | 
bling tax is not paid,” said 
Stoddart, 
tained court approval to de- | 
stroy nine machines confis- | 
cated in September raids.

Stoddart had hoped that 
owners of the nine machines, 
which are valued at about 


$1000 each, would contest the 
condemnation order so that he 
could develop a test case and 
obtain a Supreme Court ruling 
on whether the machines are 
gambling devices per se. 

“The owners apparently are 
not anxious for a ruling,” Stod- 
dart said, “because they made 
no appearance in United States 
District Court here after agents 
seized the machines. If we are 
unable to find any more un- 
taxed gambling machines in| 
this district I will try to pre- 
vail on other districts to begin 
similar action.” 

Stoddart’s drive is aimed 
primarily at hoodlums who| 
have begun operation of pin- 
ball macHines on a large scale. 
The Illinois Supreme Court 
has declared the machines with 
gkame-recording devices do not 
violate state gambling laws. but 
federal courts have not: ruled 
on them. 

It is difficult for local law 
enforcement officers to make a 
case against operators of the 
machines because evidence of a 
payoff must be obtained 

Two of the machines seized 
on Stoddart’s orders were 
taken from Toon’s Bar and 
Grill in Collinsville. The others 
were seized at Peoria and 
Bloomington. 

United States District Judge 
Charles G. Briggle yesterday 
approved Stoddart’s  petiton 
for forfeiture of the machines 
and signed a condemnation 
decree.

(AP)—Atomic power plants are 
at least 10 years off. 

The report was made by a 
committee on nuclear energy 
to the National Association of 
Railroad and Utilities Commis- 
sioners. 

Ray E. Utereiner, a member 
of the California public ut)l- 
ities commission at San Fran- 
cisco, told the association that 
“more than 75 per cent of our 
total electric power is devel- 
oped in large steam plants— 
most of it at a cost of 5 mills 
or less per kilowatt hour. 

“The most optimistic esti- 
mates for atomic plants do not 
get the costs below about 10 
mills per kilowatt hour within 
the next 10 years.”

News that Nikita Khrush- 
chev, top man in the Kremlin, 
had attended a Turkish recep- 
tion in Moscow last night, had 


toasted “peace” and expressed 
the opinion that the situation 
in the Middle East looked a 
little better, was read by 
American delegates with inter- 
est. It fitted in with the rela- 
tively "mild speech by the So- 
viet Foreign Minister, Andrei 
A. Gromyko, before the U.N. 
General Assembly yesterday. 

It also fitted in with the fact 
that Gromyko had a reserva- 
tion on the Queen Mary, sail- 
ing ‘today. It was typical of the 
hazards of counting chickens in 
international affairs, however, 
that no sooner had news of 
Gromyko’s reservation 6n the 
liner been received than offi- 
cials here of Tass, the Russian 
news agency, said they had 
learned that Gromyko’s reser- 
vation had been canceled. 

American caution in claim- 
ing a “victory” in diplomatic 
maneuverings is dictated by at 
least two considerations. In 
the first place, it is a long- 
standing rule of diplomacy not 
to crow over successes. But in 
the second place, whether ac- 
knowledged or not, there are 
real differences of opinion on 
the interpretation of the out- 
come of the Turkish-Syrian 
debate. 

Good Case for Russia, Too. 


That debate is not formally 
ended. As of now, even grant- 
ing the validity of American 
diplomatic belief that the Rus- 
sians are backing off as grace- 
fully as possible—a good case 
can be for believing that Rus- 
sia has indeed obtained im- 
portant objectives. 

As Gromyko said, in effect, 
yesterday, the fact is the 
United Nations debate has 
tended to prevent political 
changes inside Syria. The 
present Syrian government is, 
6 say the least, friendly to 
the Soviet Union. The signing 
of the economic pact between 
Syria and Russia Monday, it is 
said, consolidated Russia's hold 
on the Syrian government. The 
Soviet Union may be willing to 
wait for another day to try to 
extend its gains in the Middle 
East. 

To move too rapidly now, 
Russia may feel, would serve 
chiefly to set the stage for 
closer western co-operation at 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization “summit” meeting 
in Paris in December. 

Optimism within the Ameri- 
can delegation continued appar- 
ently undampened, however. 
American optimism was based 
on a line of reasoning which 
may Or may not prove to be 
correct. 

It is acknowledged that the 
United States lost the first 
round in the debate by trying 
unsuccessfully to have that de- 
bate postponed indefinitely. It 
is acknowledged, also, that di- 
rect Russian threats of force 
impressed some nations in 
the Middle East and elsewhere. 

Some Deterring Factors. 

It is believed that after these 
initial successes, the Russian 
diplomatic maneuver slipped 
badly. For this, the Americans 
think three explanations may 
be offered: 

1. Stern warnings by the 
American chief delegate, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, backed by similar 
warnings out of Washington 
that Soviet force would be met 
by American force in the Mid- 
die East, are believed to have 
induced the Russians to think 
twice. It may even, in the 
American view, have precipi- 
tated the shift of Marshal 
Georgi K. Zhukov from his 
post as Minister of Defense, in 
some way not now clear. 

2. The American tactic of

Flying Pay and Air Force Crashes 

There are two things that Air Force records 
have long shown to be true in regard to the 
perils of flying: If a pilot is forced to fly exces- 
sive hours he is likely to have a serious acci- 
dent. If a pilot flies only a few hours, he too, is 
likely to crash. 

Lt. Col. F. D. Henderson, a Pentagon-based 
officer, in the current Air Force Magazine 
charges that the extremely low limits recently 
put on proficiency flights for officers assigned 
to staff duty are endangering lives. As he 
writes: “One or two flights a month simply are 
not enough to keep even an experienced 4000- 
hour pilot proficient, to say nothing of younger 
men who will mever reach 2000 hours if present 
trends continue.” 

He backs his charge with good evidence when 
he cites the fact that only experienced pilots 
who fly frequently are allowed to operate the

While the advancement of Deputy 
General William P. Rogers to the top 
position in the Department of Justice 
suggests a continuation of its general 
policies, there are certain to be some 
changes of emphasis and perhaps of 
direction as well.

As _ chief 
counsel for the Senate Investigating 
Committee, he often intervened to in- 
sist on fair procedure. In large meas- 
ure he was respon- 
sible for the com- 
mittee’s adoption of 
rules designed to 
protect the rights 
of witnesses while 
at the same time 
effecting a thorough 
presentation of the 
facts. He served 
with equal ease un- 
der Republican and 
Democratic chair- 
men.

ney General Mr. 
Rogers has dem- William P. Rogers 
onstrated a special 
interest in improvement of the admin- 
istration of justice and this may be 
expected to become a major undertak- 
ing of the new regime. He is 
known to the bar as the sponsor of 
mumerous measures designed to speed 
up the work of the courts, to secure 
the appointment of more judges, to 
prevent a partisan imbalance in the 
nomination of federal judges and to 
give Congress and the country a 
greater awareness of the problems of 
the courts. 


Here is a field in which the new 
Attorney General can render an 
enormous service.

Modern Republicanism at its best 
is exemplified by the President's 
choice of young Bill Rogers to succeed 
Attorney General Herbert Brownell. 

No better successor could have been 
found. Since 1953 Rogers has served 
a distinguished term as Deputy Attor- 
ney General. He has long been a 
close associate and advisor of Vice 
President Nixon; he is young, bright, 
vigorous, courageous. 


Mr. Rogers has been Mr. Brownell’s 
principal aide in the task of breaking 
up the log.jam of cases clogging court 
calendars and impeding the course of 
justice itself. He has been a leading 
advocate and effective ally of court- 
reform procedures. He has fought for 
an increase in the number of federal 
judges. He helped shape the civil 
rights legislation enacted by the Con- 
gress, and he fought hard on the side 
of a law which would be both effective 
and equitable. One may be sure that 
as Attorney General he will wage a 
dedicated campaign on behalf of civil 
rights.

Mr. Rogers, who is only 44, is well 
thought of in Congress. He has 
worked hard to improve and speed up 
the administration of justice in the 
federal courts. He has devoted much 
time and attention to the selection 
of judges, with competence, not poli- 
ties, serving as his guiding star. 

Of course, one must assume that 
Mr. Rogers believes in and will con- 
tinue to support the controversial poli- 
cies of Mr. Brownell. If this is the 
case, he may find the going her 
when he takes over as Attorney n- 
eral and has to assume responsibility 
for those policies. Even so, however 
we do not think the President could 
have done better.

Candidate for Sainthood 


THE CASE OF CORNELIA CONNELLY, 


by Juliana Wadham.

This book was written out of a de 
sire to bring down a saint, to see 
what moves her and how she is differ- 
ent from the rest of us. 

Cornelia Connelly’s case is that of « 
wife and mother of five children who 
gave up her family to found an order 
of teaching nuns in the Catholic 
Church. She is a candidate for beati- 
fication. 

The most remarkable thing about 
this remarkable woman, as the au- 
thor, Juliana Wadham, points out, is 
how she stumbled on the quest for 
sanctity. She was the wife of Pierce 
Connelly, a brilliant and erratic Episco- 
palian minister in Mississippi in the 
1830s. When Pierce became a Catho- 
lic, Cornelia followed him into the 
church. Then he decided he was 
called to be a priest. 
The church would 
permit this only if 
his wife took a vow 
of chastity or en- 
tered a convent. 

Cornelia chose the 
latter course which 
meant giving up 
her children. Pierce 
was ordained in 
1845. His wife, 
recommended by 
her education and 
personality, was 
asked by the Pope 
Cornelia Connelly to found a teaching 

order in England. 
She called it the Society of the Holy 
Child Jesus. 

After a few years Pierce underwent 
a change of heart. He sued for the 
restoration of his marriage rights in 
the most Protestant court in Europe 
in England. After a sensational trial 
he lost his case. He went back to the 
Episcopal Church and spent the rest 
of his life as the American Episcopal 
minister in Florence, Italy. 


Mrs. Wadham tells of the controver- 
sy that hung over Cornelia until the 
end of'her life, of her wrangling over 
finances and property and the rule of 
her society with her bishops, convent 
chaplains and even with her own 
nuns. Yet the society flourished and 
spread to Europe, the United States 
and Africa. That it did so is a tribute 
to the down-to-earth approach of its 
founder to running her convents and 
schools. ‘Her methods of teaching. 
revolutionary in their time, have come 

common use. 

The author was educated in Holy 
Child schools. She is thoroughly at 
home in her subject and the world she 
moved in and she writes with polish 
and an easy command of language. 

As her story unfolds there gradually 
emerges an impression of Cornelia's 
overmastering love of God. Leavened 
with humility and humor, it is the 
theme of her life. It explains how

Memories of Early 
Conservation Days 
By Leonard Hall 


LL last week I plugged away, down in the low- 

lying fields along Saline Creek rebuilding fences 

that were swept out in last summer's floods. 
There is no such thing, these days, as finding an extra 
“hand”; yet there is 
satisfaction in ac- 
complishing what 
you can alone. Early 
in the morning I gas 
up the tractor, then 
load the cart with 
my tools—ax, shovel, 
post maul, digger, 
wire-cutters, stretch- 
ers and the rést. A 
dozen cedar posts, 
several dozen small 
steel posts to hold 
electric wire, a spool 
or two of barbed 
wire. Heavy leather 
gloves to protect the 
hands from the 
sharp barbs. 

It is slow going. 
First there are posts 
and wire from the 
washed-out fences to 
clear away—and big logs to nmiove with tractor and 
long-chain. Brush must be cut, posts sharpened and 
driven, wire stretched, gaps rebuilt. On some sections 
we will use electric fencing until later this winter 
when we can get extra help and build entirely new 
fence. Working outdoors at this season is a gamble. 
There have been cloudy days when the air was wet 
enough to soak through a heavy work jumper; and 
days so golden that it was hard to work at all, for 
enjoying the changing color on the surrounding hills. 


There are always things to see when we're work- 
ing out about the farm. Last week the first big 
flights of geese came over—Canadas, blues and snow 
geese—making what seemed like slow headway south 
across the valley. The first mallards dtopped in at 
the Big Pond. Late hatches of Bobwhites have made 
fine progress and now are full-grown, hard-flying 
birds. We had worried that the autumn rains were 
too late to set the grass growing for winter pasture. 
Yet things ‘are far better than during the drouth 
years, The ground has good cover on it and we've 
been amazed at the recovery of our orchardgrass, 
fescue and clover.

AS I WORKED through the afternoons, I often 
thought about this thing we call the “eonservation 
movement” which had its beginning just 50 years 
ago.

N 1924, Mrs. Dick Parsons, 
|: well-to-do widow of 52, 

lived alone in the large house 
once occupied by her husband 
and herself in the city of Los 
Angeles. Often Mrs. Parsons 
found herself with a lonely 
evening on her hands. At such 
times she read herself to sleep 
or pjayed the piano in her liv- 
ing room until she felt tired 
enough to go to bed. 

On the evening of Oct. 18, 
Mrs. Parsons sat playing her 
piano, utterly absorbed. Sud- 
denly, without’ consciously 
knowing why, she felt another 
human presence behind her in 
the room. Slowly she turned 
on the piano stool to assure 
herself that she was wrong. A 
man wearing a gray felt hat 
stood facing her, a revolver in 
his hand. Over his face he 
wore a handkerchief that left 
only his eyes visible. Hyp- 
notized, Mrs. Parsons could 
not take her eyes from his. 
The eyes, which impressed her 
even through her anguished 
haze of fear, were a startling 
shade of blue. 

“Stick ‘em up, I want your 
diamonds,” the man Said in a 
harshly nasal voice. 

Although Mrs. Parsons 
thought herself not the scream- 
ing kind, she screamed, and 
raised her arms above her 
head. The man removed the 
diamond rings from her up- 
raised hands. He then demand- 
ed to know where she kept the 
rest of her jewelry. 

Frightened and _ confused, 
Mrs. Parsons, unable to recall 
where she had last put her 
jewels, told the burglar so. He 
commanded her to look around. 

With the bandit training his 
revolver on her Mrs. Parsons 
searched from room to room. 
She could not find the jewelry. 
The burglar, enraged, accused 
her of stalling for time. 

Frantic now with fear, Mrs. 
Parsons led him into the study, 
desperately hoping to find the 
jewels there. On entering the 
room she saw that one of the 
window shades was raised. Im- 
mediately she realized that, be- 
cause the light was on, anyone 
passing on the street could see 
into the room where the 
masked man stood conspicuous 
in the light, which glistened 
on his gun. The same thought 
occurred simultaneously to the 
burglar, making him even 
angrier. He snarled at Mrs. 
Parsons, telling her to hurry. 
Mrs. Persons’ terror overcame 
her judgment, and, turning, 
she dashed toward the door 
and ran outside, onto the 
porch. The bandit raced after 
her and fired. Mrs. Parsons 
fell, a bullet in her back, while 
the burglar panicking, fled the 
house, leaving Mrs. Parsons 
unconscious on the porch. 

Mrs. Parsons’s bullet wound 
was superficial but required 
treatment in the hospital, 
where she stayed for several 
weeks. The police interviewed 
her there. She described her 
assailant as about 5 foot 6, 
weighing around 130 pounds. 
He wore, she said, a hat in 
addition to the mask. She dwelt 
particularly on the piercing 
blueness of his eyes, which nar- 
rowed to slits when he looked 
at her. 

The police, looking for other 
clues in Mrs. Parson's house, 
learned that the burglar had 
entered through a first-floor 
window. On the dust of the 
window screen they found his 
fingerprints. 

On Oct. 21, three days after 
the assault on Mrs. Parsons, 
the Los Angeles police picked 
up 26-year-old James Preston 
for illegally wearing a Navy 
uniform. A few weeks earlier 
Preston had received an hon- 
orable discharge from the Navy, 
so he was no longer entitled to 
wear his uniform. 

After graduating from high 
school 10 years before, Preston 
had served continuously in the 
armed forces, first in the Army 
and then in the Navy. For 
Preston these years in the serv- 
ices had been a somewhat trou- 
bled time, and twice before he 
had been in conflict with the 
law. He had once deserted 
from the Army, and once had 
served a term for vagrancy. 
This record helped convict him 
of a crime in which he had 
no part. 

As a matter of routine the 
Los Angeles police compared

Preston's fingerprints with 
those of Mrs. Parsons’s assail- 
ant. The prints did not match. 
However, Preston, being short 
and dark, with blue eyes and 
a nasal voice, seemed to match 
Mrs. Parsons’s description of 
the man who had shot her in 
the back. The police decided to 
confront him with Mrs. Par- 
sons. 

The next morning several 
Los Angeles papers carried 
stories saying that Preston was 
the Parsons burglar, as his 
fingerprints matched those of 
the criminal. Mrs. Parsons, con- 
valescing in the hospital, read 


‘these false accounts. The day 


following the police brought 
Preston to her hospital room, 
and asked Mrs. Parsons wheth- 
er she recognized the prisoner. 

No less suggestible than 
most, Mrs. Parsons identified 
Preston as the burglar. Never 
could she forget those eyes, she 
said, or that nasal woice. 

On Jan. 30 the prosecutor 
filed an information against 
Preston for burglary, robbery, 
and assault with intent to mur- 
der. On March 11 he went to 
trial represented by a lawyer 
from the office of the public 
defender. He had spent the in- 
tervening weeks in jail.

N THE first day of trial 
() ine prosecutor, clearly not 
certain of his case, since he 
had only one witness and no 


corroborating evidence, sug- 
gested ‘to Preston's lawyer, 
George Benedict, that they 


reach a compromise: If Preston 
would plead guilty to one 
charge in the information, the 
prosecutor would dismiss the 
other two. Benedict refused. 
The next day the prosecutor re- 
peated his offer, but Benedict's 
answer remained the same. On 
the following day the presecu- 
tor offered an even better deal: 
If Preston would plead guilty 
to simple assault, the prosecu- 
tor would dismiss all three 
counts of the information. 

This time Benedict conferred 
with his client. Telling Preston 
that the maximum sentence for 
assault was six months in pris- 
on, Benedict also pointed out 
that if Preston went to trial on 
the charges as they stood, and 
the jury found him guilty, he 
might be sentenced to a life 
term. 

Preston did not consider the 
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matter very long. 
to change his plea. 

The prosecution opened. Mrs. 
Parsons testified that Preston 
was the man who asaulted her. 
She would know him anywhere, 
she said, by his eyes and voice. 
On that testimony the prosecu- 
tion closed.

faced with the illusion of a 

choice: He could refuse to 
take the stand, leading the jury 
to believe that he could not 
deny his guilt without commit- 
ting perjury, or he could testify, 
laying himself.open to cross- 
examination in which his rec- 
ord would be revealed, thus 
prejudicing the jury against 
belief in his innocence of the 
crime for which he now stood 
trial. Preston chose to testify. 

He swore that he was inno- 
cent, saying that, at the time 
of the crime, he had been in 
Long Beach, 22 miles from Los 
Angeles. On cross-examination 
the prosecutor brought out 
Preston's record, dwelling on 
the fact that this time he had 
been arrested for illegally 
wearing a Navy uniform. On 
redirect examination by Bene- 
dict, Preston explained that he 
wore the uniform because, 
shortly before his discharge 
from the Navy, his civilian 
clothes had been stolen by a 
sailor. 


Benedict was ignorant of the | 


burglar’s fingerprints on the 
window screen. But some un- 
identified person told the 
judge about the fingerprints, 
saying that they were Pres- 
ton’s. However, in the presence 
of the jury, the judge did not 
refer to them. 

On March 424 the jury 
found Preston guilty on the 
first two charges. On the third 
they found him guilty, not of 
assault with intent to murder, 
but of assault with a deadly 
weapon. On March 16, Preston 
stood before the judge for 
sentencing. 

Before pronouncing § sen- 
tence the judge subjected 
Preston to a lengthy interroga-

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identification,” the judge said, 
“do you still insist yeu were 
not there?”

H. L. Barlow, fingerprint ex- 
pert for the Los Angeles Police 
Department, knew that Preston 
was innocent, and kept a con- 
stant watch for the fingerprints 
of the actua] criminal. In May, 
1926, Barlow found what he 
was looking for, when the po- 
lice arrested Earl Carroll, 
charged with a series of bur- 
glaries. While Barlow was tak- 
ing his fingerprints, Carroll

said: 

“If I told what I knew about 
fingerprints an innocent man 
would be released from San 
Quentin tomorrow.” 

Barlow, comparing Carroll's 
prints with those on the Par- 
son window screen, saw that 
they were the same. But Car- 
roll, faced with this proof, 
would not confess that he had 
shot Mrs. Parsons. 

“It’s up to you guys to con- 
vict me if I'm guilty,” he said. 
“That's what you're paid for.” 

Carroll, brought to trial for 
the assault on Mrs. Parsons, 
was convicted. On Sept. 2, 
1926, the Governor granted 
Preston an unconditional: par- 
don. He had served 18 months’ 
imprisonment for Carroll's 
crime.

3.“Ain’'t” and “nowheres” 
constitute a double negative— 
frowned on by grammarians, 
One negative is enough here. 
4.“‘Nowheres” is incorrect. 
The proper form is “nowhere.”

QUESTION: I anr always 
getting mixed up over when to 
use “who” and “whom” in 
sentences like “The girl who I 
gave the shower for is now 
married.” Please straighten me 
out. M.L. 

ANSWER: In this particular 
sentences you should use 
“whom,” since the relative pro- 
noun is object of the preposi- 
tion “for.” Try re-arranging the 
sentence so that the preposi- 
tion comes immediately before 
the pronoun and the logic of 
“whom” becomes clear. “The 
girl for whom I gave the 
shower is now married.” 

NOTE: This use of “whom” 
is mandatory in formal speech 
or writing. In formal conversa- 
tion the problem is not likely 
to arise. Most of us would 
simply say: “The girl I gave 
the shower for is now married.”
